again. But they that ſuffer the moſt, 
and fare the worſt, are your Comick 
Poets, for whoring ſo many Queens and 
Princeſſes upon the ſtage, and coupling 
Ladies of Honour with Lacquies, and 
Noblemen with common Strumpets, in 
the winding up of their Plays3 and for 
giving the Baſtonado to Alexander and 
Julius Ceſar in their Interludes and Far- 
ces, Nowbe it known to you, that we 
do not lodge theſe with other Poets, but 
with Petty-Foggers and Attournies, as 
common, Dealers in the myſtery of 
Shifting, Shuffling, Forging, and Cheat- 
10g: And now for the diſcipline of Hell, 
you are to underſtand we have incom- 
parable Harbingers and Quarter-Maſters 3 
inſomuch that let them come in-whole 
Caravans, as it happen'd t'other day,

(Anglice a Taylor) and him we turn'd 
over to thoſe that were in for Detra- 
ction and Calumny , and for cutting 
large Thongs out of other mens Lea- 
ther. - There was a Blind fellow would 
fain have been among the Poets, but 
(for likeneſs ſake) 'we quartered him 
among the Z#vers. After him, came a 
Sexton, or (as heſtyl'd himſelf) a Bu- 
rier of the Dead; and then a Cook that 
was troubled in Conſcience for putting 
off Cats for Hares : Theſe were di- 
ſpatch'd away to the Paſtry-men. A 
matter of half a dozen Crack-brain'd 
Fools we diſpoſed of among the A4ſtrolo- 
gers and Alchymiſts, In the number, 
there was one notorious Murtherer. and 


him we pack'd away to the Game 
0 
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of the Faculty , the Phyſicians. The 
Broken Merchants we kennel'd with Ju- 
das tor making ill bargains. Corrupt 
Miniſters and Magiſtrates, with the Thief 
on the left hand. The Embroylers of 
Affairs, and the Water bearers take up 
with the Vintners; and the Brokers with 
the Jews. Upon: the whole matter, the 
policy of Hell is admirable, where 
every man has his place according to his 
condition. 

As I remember (ſaid I) you were 
ſpeaking e'en now concerning Lovers. 
Pray tell me, have you many of them 
in your Dominions © I aſk, becauſe I 
am my ſelf a little ſubjettothe itch of 
Love, as well as Poetry. Love (ſays the 
Devil) is like a great ſpot of Oyl,that 


diffuſes it ſelf every where, and conſe- 


quently Hell cannot þut be ſufficiently 
ſtockt with that ſort of Vermine. But 


let me tell you now, we have ſeveral 


forts of Lowers; ſome dote upon them»

But 
above all, tor ſport (if there can be any

Others you ſhall 
have ſo overcharged with Perruque, that 
you'l hardly know the Head of a Cava- 
lier, from the ordinary Block of a Tire- 
Woman: And ſome again you'd take 
for Carriers,by their pacquets and bun- 
dles of Love-Letters; which being made 
combuſtible by the fire and flame they 
treat of, weare ſothrifty, as to employ 
upon the ſ(indging of their own Tails, 


\ for the ſaving of better Fuel. But, oh !

Lover, when he 1s upon the praftice of

| for his Miſtreſs ! Others we have that 


are condemn'd for Feeling, and yet ne- 
ver come tothe Toxch : Theſe paſs for a

kind of Bufſon Pretenders; ever upon the 
Vigil, but never arrive at the Feſtival. 
Some again have loſt themſelves with 
Judas for a Kiſs. 

One (ſtory lower is the abode of con- 
tented Cuckolds 5 a naſty poiſonous 
place, and ſtrewed all over with the 
Horns of Rams and Bulls, 6c. Now 
theſe are ſo well read in Woman, and 
know their deſtiny ſo well before-hand, 
that they never ſo much as trouble their 
heads for the matter. Ye come next to 
the Admirers of old Women; and theſe 
are wretches of ſo depraved an Appe- 
tite, that if they were not kept tyed up, 
and in Chains, they'd horſe the very 
Devils themſelves , and put Barrabas 
to his Trumps to defend his Buttocks :

I was aſking 
Michael Angelo here a while ago, why 
he drew the Devils1n his Great Piece of 
the Laſt Judgment, withſo many Monkey 
Faces, and Jack-Pudding Poſinres. His 
anſwer was, That he follow'd his Fancy, 
without any Malice in the World, for 
as then, he had never ſeen-any Devilsz . 
nor (indeed) did he believe that there 
were any; but he has now learn'd the 
K contrary to his coſt.

I hope he cannot ſay 
that everlI gor'd any of my Superiors 3 
or that my being Cornuted has rais'd 
the Price ot Poſt-horns, Lanthorns , of 
Pocket- Ink: horns. Are not ſhooine- horns, 
and Knife-handles as cheap now as 
ever? Why mult walk the ſtage then 
more than my Neighbours ? Beyond 
queſtion there never [1v'd a more peace- 
able Wretch upon the face of the Earth, 
all things conſider'd, than my ſelf. Ne- 
ver was man freer from Jealoxſce,or more 
careful to ſtep aſide at the time of Vi- 
fit : for I was ever againſt the ſpoiling 
of ſport, when I could make None my 
ſelf. - I confeſs I was not ſo charitable to 
the poor as I might have beenz The 
truth of't is, I watch them as a Cat 
would do a Mouſe, for I did not love 
them.

And I'm reſolv'd 
to put the Hiſtory of thy Life in a 
Satyre, as ſharp as Vinegar, and give 
it the Name of The Life and Death 
of Don Diego Moreno It ſhall go 
hard, (quoth he) but Ile prevent that, 
and ſo We fell to't again, Hand and 
Foot, till at length the very Fancy MW + 
of a Scuffle wak'd me , and I found 
my ſelf as weary , as if it had been 
a Real Combat. I began then to 
reflect upon the Particulars of my 
Dream, and to Conſider what Ad:

HE: makes Jupiter the Author, 
or Inſpirer of Dreams 5 eſpe 
cially the Dreams of Prince 
and Governours; and if the matter d 
them be pious and important. Ari 
it is likewiſe the Judgment of the 
Learned Propertius, that Good Dream! 
come from above, have their weieht, and 
" pught wot to be lighted. And truly I an 
much of his mind, in the Caſe-& 1 
Dream I had the other Night, As! 
was reading a Diſcourſe touching tht 
End of the World, I fell aſleep over tht 
Book, and Dreamt of The Left Jug 
ment. (CA thing which in the Houls of! 
Poet is ſcarce admitted ſo much as in 
Dream.) This Phanſie minded me 
a Paſlage in Claudian; That all Creatwt 


ared 
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dream at Night of what they have heard 
and ſeen in the Day : as the Hound dreams 
of Hunting the Hare. 

Methought I ſaw a very handſome 
Youth towring 1n the Air, and found- 
ing of a Trumpet 3 but the forcing of 
his Breath did indeed take off much of 
his Beauty. The very Marbles, I per- 
ceived, and the Dead obey'd his Call 3 
for in the ſame moment the Earth be- 
gan to open,and ſet the Bones at Liber- 
ty, to ſeek their Fellows. The firſt 
that appear'd, were Sword-men 3 As 
Generals of Armies, Captains, . Lieute- 
nants, Common-Souldiersz who ſuppo- 
ling that it had, ſounded a Charge, 
came out of - their Graves, with the 
ſame Briſkneſs and Reſolution, as if 
they had been going to:'an Aﬀdault or a 
Combat. ' The Miſers put their Heads 
out, all Pale and Trembling, for fear 
of a Plunder. The Cavaliers\and Good 
Fellows believed they had been going ta 
* a Horſe-Race, or a Hunting: match. And 
in fine, though they all heard the Trua- 
pet, there was not any Creature knew . 
the meaning of it (for I could read 
their Thoughts by their Looks and Ge- 

ſtures.) 
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ſtares.) After This, there appear'd x 
great many Soxls 5 whereof ſome came 
up to their Bodies, though with much 
Dithculty and Horrour : Others ſtood 
wondring at a Diſtance, not daring to 
come near ſo hideous and frightful a 
Spectacle. This wanted an Arm, That 
an Eye, T' other a Head. Upon the 
whole, though I could not but ſmile at 
the ProſpeCt of fo ſtrange a variety of 
Figures 3 yet was it not without juſt 
matter of Admiration at the A/l-pow- 
erſul Providence, to ſee Order drawn 
out of Confuſtor, and every part reſtor'd

There was one that had been Embalm'd 
in Fe ypt, and (ſtaying for his Tripes, an 
Old Uſurer aſkt him, if the Bags were 
to riſe with the bodies 2 T could have 
Jaught at this Queſtion, but T was pre- 
ſently taken up with a Crowd of Cut- 
purſes , running full ſpeed trom their 
own Ears (that were offer'd them 
again) for fear of the fad Stories they 
expected to hear. I ſaw all this from a 
Convement Standing ; and in the Tn- 
ſtant, There was an Ontcry at my Feet, 
Withdraw, Withdraw. The word was 
no ſooner given, but down I came, and 
mmediately a great many Handſon La- 
dies put forth their Heads, and call'd 
me Clown , for not paying them that 
Reſpet and Ceremony which belong'd 
to their Quality (now you muſt know 
that the Women ſtand upon their Pan- 
toffles, even in Hell it ſelf.)

Another that had I" 
been as Common as Ratclifſ” High-way, 
would zeither Lead nor Drive, and (tood 
Hyming and Hawing a good while, pre- 
tending ſhe had forgot her Night-Geer, 
and fuch Fooleries 3 but ſpight of her 
heart, ſhe was brought at Jaſt within YN, 
Gght of the Throne 3 where ſhe found IU; 
a World of her gd Acquaintance that 
ſhe had carry'd part of their way to : 
Hell; who had no ſooner ſet Eye on i: 
her, but they fell a Pointing and Hoot- 
ing, ſo that ſhe took up her Heels and NI, 


Herded herſelf in a Troop of Serjecnts 
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After This, I ſaw a many People. dri- 


ying a Phyſ#cian along the bank of a Ri- 
WE ver, and thele were only ſuch as He had 


unneceſlarily diſpatcht before their 
time. They follow'd him with Cries 
of Juſtice, Juſtice, and forc'd him on 
toward the Judgment-Seat, where they 
arriv'd in the end with much ado. While 
This paſs'd, I heard, methought, upon 
my left hand a Padling in the Water, 
as if one had been Swimming :. and 
what ſhould this be, but a Judge in the 
middle of a River, waſhing and rinſing 
his hands, over and over.

panions gave him a Rebuke for Diſcre- 
diting his Trade. The next that ap- 
peared were a Bard of High-way- men, 
following upon the Heels one of ano- 


ther, in great Diſtruſt and Jealouſic of 


Thieves among themſelves. Theſe were 
fetcht up by a Party of Devils in the 
turzing of a hand and ladg'd with the 
Taylers; for (ſaid one of the Company)

There were 
alſo a great many Solljcitors wondring 
among themſelves,that they ſhould have 
ſv much Conſcience when they were 
Dead, and none at all Living, In fine, 
the Word was given Silence, 

The Throne being Erefed, and the 
great'Day come: a Day of Comfort to 
the Good, and of Terror to the Wicked. 
The Sun and the Stars waited on the 
Foot-ſtool 5 the Wind was ſt;ll; the Wa- 
ter quiet; the Earth 19 ſuſpenſe and An- 
2wiſþ for fear of her Children - And in 
brief, the whole Creation was in Anxie- 
ty and Diſorder. The RKzgbteons they 
were employ'd in Prayers and Thanks- 
givings 3 and the Ungodly in framing 
of $hiſts and Evaſions, to Extenuate 
their Pains. The Guardian Angels were 
at hand, on the one fide to acquit them- 

ſelves 
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. ſelves of their Duties and Commiſſ 
ons. And on the other ſide, were the 
Devils hunting for more matters of Ap. 
gravation and Charge againſtOffender,, 
The Ter Commandments had the Guard 
of a Narrow Gate, which was ſo (trait, 
that the moſt mortify'd body could nat 
paſs 1t, without leaving a good part of 
his ſkin behind him. 
' On one Hand, there were in Multi- 
tudes 3 Diſgraces, Migfortunes, Plagues, 
Griefſs, and Troubles; All in a Clamour 
againſt the Phyſecians. The Plague Con.

Art which time, an Ange 
offer'd him' his hand to help him in; 
but he, for fear of an Attacque , leapt a

Quality of Love- Hereticks, or Platonicks, 
and under the Penance of perpetual Ab- 
flinence from the Fleſh they lov'd. beſt 
(which 1s the moſt Afortifying Lent of 
all Other) Some, that had {kill in 
FerſpeFive, were before the Glaſs with 
their Boxes 'of Patch and Paint about 
themz Shadowing, Drawing out , Re- 
freſhing, and in ſhort, Covering and Pal- 
liating, all the zmperſe@F;ons 'of Feature 
and Complexion, everyone after her 


own Humour, Now thefe women were 
abſa- 
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abſolutely 1aſufferable , for they wers 
molt of them 0/dand Head- ſirozg, having 
got the better of their Husbands, lo that 
_ they would be taking upon them to ds 
mineer here, as they had done at home; 
and indeed, they found the Maſter of the 
College enough to do.. 

When I had tyr'd my ſelf with this 
Variety of FBlly and Madneſ7, I went 
to the Dewotes 5 where I found a great 
many women and girls that had Cly- 
flered up them(:lves from the Conver- 
ſation of the World; and yet were not 
a jot ſoberer than their Fellows. Thelc 
one would have thought might have 
been eaſily cur'd, but many of them 
were in for their Lives, in deſpight of

Event. The greater part of theſe good 
People , were writing of Tickets and 
Diſpatches, which had ſtill the ſign of

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Fitorm; concluding with This, or ſome 
ſuch Poſiſcript 3 1 commend this Paper to 
jour Diſcretion. The Fools of This Pro- 
vince would be Twatling Night and Dayz 
and if it happen'd that any one of them 
had talkt her ſelf a weary, (which was 
yery rare) ſhe would preſently take 
upon her very gravely to. admoniſh the

There 
was One among the Reſt, that had wore 
Letters of Exchange upon the Credit of her 
inſatiable deſires, than 'a whole Regiment 
if Banquiers, Some of them were lick 
of their 0/d Y;(ter,and call'd for a Freſb- 
nz. Others, by Intervals, I perceiv'd 
lad their wits about them, and con- 

tented 
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tented themſelves diſcreetly with + 


Phyſician of the Houſe. In ſhort, It een 
pity'd my heart to ſee (o many poor 


people in foſad a Condition, and with: 


out any hope of Relief, as I gather 
from him that had them in care : for 
they were ſtill Puddering and Royling 
their Bodies; and if they got a little 
Eaſe for the preſent, they'd be down 
again, as ſoon as they had taken their 
Medicine. 

From thence, I went to the ſngl: 
women ((uch as made Profeſſion never

People afar off in a By-path: with as 
much Contrition, and Devotiov, 1n their 
Looks,and Geſtures, as ever | ſaw in Men. 
They walk'd faking their heads, and 
lifting up their hands to Heavens and 
they had moſt, of them large Far, 


and to my thinking Geneva: Bibles. 


Theſe thought I, are a People of {in- 
palar Integrity, and ſtriqneſs of Life, 
above their Fellows 3 but coming near- 
er, we found them to be Hypocritez3 and 
that though they'd none of our Com- 
pany upon the Koad, They would not 
fail to zneet us at our Journey's End.

There are I muſt 
confeſs many Religious , and Godly: 
men, for whoſe Perſons and Prayers, [ 
have a great Eſteem. But theſe are not 
of the Hypocrites Humour, to build their 
hopes, and Ambition upon Popular ap- 
plauſe, and with a Counterfeit Humili- 
ty, to proclaim their weakneſs, and 
unworthineſs 3 their Failings3z Yea and 
their Tranſpreſſions in the Market 
Place 3 All which 1s indeed but a Trae 
Jeſt; for they are really what they 
oY; though they would not be thought 
0, 

Theſe went apart, and were lookt 
upon to be either Fiſh nor Fleſh, nor 
Good Red-Herring. They wore the 
Name of Chriſtians 3 but they had nei- 
ther the /it, nor the Honeſty of Pagans.

If it be the War, ye Lone, 
Come to Os; Bear Arms on the right 
(ide, and wee'l find you work; Do not you 
know , that Mavu's Life is a Warfare? 
That the World, the Fleſh, and the De- 
vil,, are Three Vigilant Enemies * And 
that it is as much as his Soul is worth, to 
put himfelſ, but for one Minute out of 
his Guard. Princes tell ye, that your 
Blouds, and your Lives are Theirs , and 
that to ſhed the One, and loſe the Other, 
in their Service, is no Obligation, but a 
Duty.

Pride, and Infolence, even towards 
many Conſiderable Ofhcers , both in 


\ Church and State! for they behave 


themſelves as if all people below their 
Quality and Rank in the World, were 
but as ſo many Brutes, or Worſe. As 
if Humane Bloud were not all of a Co- 
lour : As if Nature had not brought 
them intothe World the Common way, 
or Moulded . them of the ſame Mate- 
rials with the Meaneſt Wretches upon 
the Earth. And then for ſuch as have 
Military Charges, and Commands; How 
many Great Offcers are there , that 
without any Confideration of their 
Own, or Their Princes Honour, fall 
to ſpoil and Pillage > Couſening the 
State with falſe Muſters, and the Soul- 
diers of their Pay 3 and giving them 
inſtead of their Due from the Prince, a 
Liberty of taking what is not their 
due from the People 3 forcing them to 
take the Bread out of the poor La- 
bourers Mouths, to fill their own Bel- 
lies, 
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hes, and protecting them when they 


have done, in the moſt Execrable Out- 
rages imaginable. And when the poor 
Souldier comes at laſt to be diſmiſt, 


or diſbanded ; Lame, Sick, Beggerly, 


Naked almoſt, and Enraged ; with 
Nothing left him fo truſt to , but the

And in that Inſtant, Two 
Devils preſented themſelves; the one 
of them Bridled, and Sadled; and the 
other, doing the Otiice of the Squirez 
holding the Stirrop, with his left hand, 
and giving the Gentleman a Lift into 
the Saddle with the Other. Which was 
no fooner done, but away he went like 
an Arrow out of a Bow. I aſkt the De- 
vil then into what Country he car- 
ry'd him. And he told me, Not far: 
for 'twas only matter of Decorum, to 
ſend the Nobility to Hell, 2 Horſe-back. 
Look on that fide now, ſays he, and fo 
[ did 3 and There I ſaw the poor Cava- 
lier in a huge Furnace, with. the firſt 
Inventers of Nobility, and Arms : As 
Cain, Cham; Nimrod; Eſau; Romulns 5 
Tarquin, Nero 5 Caligula, Domitian; 
Heliogabalus 3 and a world of other 
brave fellows,that had made themſelves 
famous by Uſurpation, and Blood. The 
Place 
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Place'was a little too hot for me, and 
ſo I retir'd , meditating on what Þ had 
heard 3 and not a little ſatisfied with 
the Diſcourſe of ſo learned a Devil, 
Till that time, T took the Devil for-a 
Notorious Lyer 5 but I find now that 
He can ſpeak the Trath too, when 
he pleaſesz and I would not for all 
I am worth, but have heard him 
Preach. | 
When I was thus far, my Curioſity 
carry d me (till farther 3 and within 
Twenty Yards, I came to a huge Mud- 
dy, Stinking Lake, near twice as big as 
that of Geneva; and heard in't fo 
ſtrangea Noiſe, that I was almoſt out 
of my Wits, to know what it was. 


They told me that the Lake was ſtor'd. 


with Doxegnas, or Governantes , which 
are turned into a kind of Frogs in Hell, 
and perpetually Drivelling, Sputtering, 
and Croaking. Me thought, the Con- 
verſton was apt enough 3 for they are 
Neither Fiſh, nor Fleſh, no more than 
Frogs 3 And only the lower Parts of 
them are Man's-Meat , bat their Heads 
are Enough to tura a very good Sto- 


mach, I could not but Laugh, to ſee

207 
how they Gaped, and ſtretcht outtheir 
Legs as they ſwam, and (till as wecame 
Neer, They'd Scud away and Dive, 
This was no place to ſtay in, there 
was ſo Noylome a Vapour; and fo l

| ſaw a Number of old men, beating 
their Breaſts, and Tearing their Faces; 
with bitter Grones, and Lamentations. 
ſt made my Heart ake to ſee them, and 
[ aſkt what they were : Anſwer was 
made, that I was now in the Quarter of 
the Fathers that damn'd themſelves, to 
raiſe their Poſterity 3 which were called 
by ſome, The VUnadviſed, Wretch that 
[am! (cry'd one of them) The great- 
eſt Penitent that ever liv'd, never ſut- 
fer d the Mortification I have endur'd 
| have Watch'd; | have Faſted ; I have 
ſcarce had any Clothes tomy Backs My 
whole Life has been a Reſtleſs Courſe 
of Torment , both of Body and And : 
and all This, to get Money for my Chil- 
dren z that I might ſee them well Mar- 
ryd; Buy them Places at Court, or pro- 
cure them ſome other Preferment in the 
World : ſtarving my ſelf in the Con- 
cluſion, rather than I would leſſen the 
Provi- 
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Proviſion, I had made for my Poſterity, 
And yet Notwithſtanding this my fa- 
therly care, I was ſcarce ſooner Dead, 
than forgotten: and my Next Heir by- 
ry'd me without Tears, or Mourning; 
and indeed without ſo much as paying 
of Legacies, or Praying for my Soul : as 
if they had already received certainln- | 
telligence of my Damnation. Andto | 
aggravate my Sorrows, The Prodigalr 
are now ſquandering,and conſuming that t 
Eſtate,in gaming, whoring,and Debanches, j 
which I had ſcraped together by (6 F 
much Tzduſtry, Vexation, and Oppreſſuun, f 
and for which I ſuffer at this [nſtant ſuch h 
Inſapportable Torments, This ſhould Pi 
have been thought on before (cry'da ON 
Devil) for ſure you have heard of the 47 
Old ſaying, Happy is the Child whoſe.Fa- 
' ther goes to the Devil. At which wotd, 
the 0/4 Miſers brake out into frell 
Rage, and Lamentation, Tearing their 
Fleſh, with Tooth and Nayl, in fo rw 
ful a manner, that I was no longer able 
to endure the SpeRtacle. 

A Little further , there was a Dark 
Hideous Priſon , where I heard the 


Clattering of Chains; the Cracklingg! 
Flames, 
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Flames ; the Slapping of Whips 3 and 
2 confuſed out-cry of Complaints. I alſk't 
what Quarter this was 3 and they told 
me it was the” Quarter of the 0h that Z 
had's ! What are thoſe ſaidI? Anſwer 
was made, that they were a Company 
of Bruitiſh Sots, ſo abſolutely deliver'd 
up to Vice, that they were dama'd in- 
ſenſibly, and in Hell before they were 


aware, They are now refleCting upon. ' 


their Miſcarriages, and Omiffions, and 
perpetually crying outz Ob that I had 
Examin'd my Conſcience! Oh that T had 
frequented the Sacraments | Oh that IT had 
humbled my ſelf with Faſting , and 
Prager | Oh that I had ſervd God ar T 
oweht | Oh that I had Vipted the Sick) 
and Reliev'd the Poor | Oh that I had

pear'd) in Exchange for worſe, which 
were (hut up in a Baſe Court, and the 


' Naſtieſt that ever I ſaw. Theſe were 


ſuch as had ever jn their Mouths, God 
1 Merciful, and will Pardon me, How 
can this be, (ſaid I) that theſe people 
ſhould be Damn'd £ When Condemna- 
| P tion 


[ left theſe late Repentants, (as it ap» 
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tion 18 an ACt of Juſtice, nat of Mercy; 
I perceive you are limple, (quoth the 
Devil) for half theſe you ſee here, are 
condemn'd with the Afercy of God in 
their Mouths. And to Explain my 
ſelf, Confider Ipray'e, how many Sin- 
ners are there, .that go on in their 
W ays, in ſpight of Reproof, and Good 
Counſel: and (till this js their Anſwer; 
God is Merciful, and will not damn « 
8out for ſo ſmall a Matter. But letthem 
talk of Mercy as they pleaſe; fo long 
as they perſiſt ina Wicked Life, we are | 
like to have their Company at laſt. By | 
your. Argument (ſaid I) there's no | 
truſting to Divine Mercy. You miltake | 
me (quoth the Devil) for every good 
Thought, and Work, flows from that 
Aecrcy. But ThisI ſay : He that per- 
ſeveres in his Wickedneſs , and makes 
ale of the Name of Mercy, only for a 
Countenance to his Impicties , does 
but Mock the Almighty , and has v0 
Title to that Aercy, For 'tis vain tor 
expe Mercy from above, without do- 
ing any thing in order to it. It properly 
belongs to the Righteous, and the P- | , 
nitent 3 and they that have the moſt 


the leaſt thought of it in their Hearty : 
And 'ris a great aggravation of Guilt, 
to Sin the more, in Confidence of an 
abounding Mercy. It is True that 
many are recetv'd to Mercy, that are 
utterly unworthy of it, which is no 
wonder , fince No man of himſelf can 
deſerve it : But men are ſo Negligent 
of ſeeking it betimes, that they put that 
off, to the laſt, which ſhould have been 
the firſt part of their bus'nefs 3; and 
many times their Life is at End, before 
they begin their Repentance. I did not 
think ſo Damn'd a DoGQor could have 
made ſo good a Sermon. And there I 
left him, 

[ came next, to a Noyſom Dark hole, 
and there I ſaw a Company of Dyers, 


* allin Dirt and $-oke, intermixt with the 


Devils, and fo alike, that it would have 
poſed the ſubtleſt 1-quiſftor in Spain, to 


; have (aid, which were the Devils, and 
which the Dyers. 


There (ſtood at my Elbow, a ſtrange 
kind of Murgrel Devil , begot betwixt 
a Black, and a White; with a Head (o 
beſtuck with Little Horns, that it Iookt 
P 2 at 
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of it upon the Tozgze, have commonly 
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at a Diſtance like a Hede-hog, I took 
the boldneſs to aſk him , where they 

uarter'd the Sodomites, the 01d Women 
and the Cuckolds. As for the Cuckolds, 
(ſaid He) they are all over Hell, with- 
out any Certain Quarter, or Station; 
and in Truth, 'tis no ealie matter to 
know. a Cuckold from a Devil, for (like 
kind Huſbands) they wear their Wiyes 
favours (till, and the very ſame Head- 
pieces in Hel], that they wore living in 
the world. As to the Sodowiter, we 
have no more to do with them, then 
needs muſt 3 but upon all Occaſions, we 
either Fly, or Face them : for if ever 
we come to pive them a Broad-fide, 
*Tis tento one but we get a Hit betwixt 
Wind and Water ; and yet we fence 
with our Tayls, as well as we can, and 
they get now and then a Flap o're the 
Mouth into the Bargain. And for the 
Old women, we make them ſtand off for 
we take as little pleaſure in them, as 
you do : and yet the Jades will be per- 
ſecuting us with their Paſſions; and ye 
ſhall have a Bawd of five and fifty, do ye 
all the Gamboles of.a Girl of fifteen: 
And yet after all this, There's not an Old 
Woman 
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Woman in Hell 5 for let her be as old as 
Pauls 3 Bald, Blind, Toothleſs, Wrinckled, 
Decrepit : This is not long of her Age, 
ſhee'l tell you 3. but « terrible fit of [ick- 
meſa laſt year, that fetcht off ber Hair, 
and brought her ſo low, that ſhe has not 
get recover'd her fleſh again. $he loſt her 
Eyes by a hot Rheum : utterly ſpoil'd 
her Teeth with Cracking of Peach-ſtones, 
and Fating of Sweet-meats, when ſhe 
was 4 Maid. And when the Weight of 
her Years has almoſt brought both 
Ends together, *Tis nothing ſhee'l tell 
ye but a Crick ſhe has got in her Back : 
And though ſhe might recover her Touth 
again, by confeſſing her Age. ſhee'l never 
acknowledge it. 

My next encounter was, a Number 
of People making their mone, that they 
had been taken away by ſadden Death. 
That's an Impudent Lye (cry'd a De- 
vil) ſaving this Gentlemaa's preſence) 
for no man dyes ſuddenly. Death ſur- 
prizes no man, but gives all men ſufficient 
warning, and Notice. | was much taken 
with the Devils Civility, and Dif- 
courſe 3 which he purſu'd after this 
manner, Do ye complain (lays he) of 

x 3 ſudden 
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ſudden Death ? that have carry'd Death 
about ye , ever (ince yon were Born; 
That have been entertain'd with daily 
SpeGacles of Carkaſſes and Funeral ; 
That have heard ſo many Sermons upon 
the ſubjetf 5 and read ſo many pood 
Books upon the Frailty of Life, and the 
Certainty of Death. Do ye not know that 
every Moment ye Live, brings ye nearer 
to your End ? Torr Cloaths wear owt; 
Tour Woody, and your Houſes decay; 
and yet ye look that your Bodies ſnoutd 
be Immortal. What are the Common At+ 
cidents and Diſeaſes of Life, but ſo many 
warnings to provide your ſelf for a Re- 
move £ Te have Death at the Table, in 
your Daily Food, and Nouriſhment ; for 
your Life is maintain'd by the Death of 
Other Creatures. And you have the 
Lively Pifture of it, every night for your 
Bedfellow. With what Face then can you 
Charge your Misfortunes upon ſadden 
Death? that have ſpent your whole Life, 
both at Bed, and at Bord, among ſo many 
Remembrances of your Mortality. No, 
Noz change your (tile, and hereafter 
confeſs your ſelves to have been Care- 
Jeſs and Incredulows. Ton Dye, thinking 


you 
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that Death grows upon you, aud goes along 
with ye from one End of your Life to the 
other, without Diſtinguiſhing of Perſons, 
or Ager3 Sex, or Quality : and whether 
| it finds ye Well, or I1ll-doing 5 As the 
| Tree falls, ſo it Lies. 

| Turning toward my left Hand , I 
ſaw a great many Souls that were put 
up in Gally-Tots, with Aſa fetide, Gat- 
blanum, and a Company of Naſty Oyls 
that ſerved them for Syrryup. What a 
Damn'd ſtink is here (Cry'd I, ſtopping 
my Noſe) We are now come undoubt- 
edly to the Devil's bouſe of Office 3 No, 
; No, (ſaid the Tormenter) which was 
f a kind of a Yellowiſh Complexion'd 
f Devil Tis a CoufeCtion of Apothecaries. 
A ſort of people, that are commonly 
Damn'd for Compounding the Medicines 
by which their Patients hope to be ſaved. 
, To give them their due; Thele are 
your only True , and Chymical Philoſo- 
phers 3 and worth a thouſand of Ray- 
: mund Lullius, Hermes, Geber, Ruſpicella, 
Avicen, and their Fellows 3 *'Tis true, 
they have written fine things of the 
Tranſmutation of Metals but did they 
FP 4 ever 
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you are not to Dye yet and forgetting _ 
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ever make any Gold? Or if they. did, 
We have loſt the Secret. Whereas 
your Apothecaries, out of a Little Pug- 
dle-water, a Bundle of Rotten ſlicks; 
a Box of Flies 5 Nay out of Toads, - 
pers, and a Sir Reverence it ſelf, will 
fetch ye Gold ready Minted, and fit for 


your Philoſophical Proje@ers ever pre- 
tended to. There 1s no Herb ſo Poyſo- 
; #0ns, (let it be Hemlock) nor any ſtone 
ſo dry, (ſuppoſe the Pumiceit (elf) but 
they'l draw $;lver out of it. And then 
for word: , 'tis Impoſſible, to make up 
any word out of the four and twenty 
Letters, but they'l ſhew ye a Drug, ar 
a Plant of the Name ; and turn the 
Alphabet into as good Money as any's 
in your Pocket. Aſk them for an Fye- 
Tooth of a Flying Toad; they'l tell ye, 
yes, ye may have of it, in powder; 
Or if you had rather have the Infuſion 
| of @ Tench of the Mountains, in a little 
Fels Milk, tis all one to them. If there 
be but any Money ſtirring , you ſhall 
have what you will , though there be 
no ſuch thing in Nature. So that it 


looks as if all the Plants, and ſtones >: 
tne 


the Market 3 which 1s more then all 
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the Creation, had their ſeveral powers 
and Vertues given them, only - for the 
Apothecaries ſakes 3 and as if Words 
themſelves had been only made for 
their advantage. Ye call them Apothe- 
caries; but inſtead of That, I pray'e 
call them Armorers3 and their Shops 
Arſenals; Are not their Medicines as Cer- 
tain Death, as Swords, Daggers, or Muſ- 
quets £ while their Patients are Purg'd 
and Blouded into the other World, 
without any regard either to Diſtemper, 
| Meaſure or Seaſon. 

| If you will now ſee the Pleaſanteſt 
ſight you have ſeen. yet, walk but up 
| theſe two ſteps, and you ſhall ſee a Jury 
(or Conſpiracy_) of Barber-Sargeons, 
; ſitting upon Liſe and Death. You muſt 


think that any Divertiſement there 


was welcome, ſo that I went up, and 
found it in Truth a very pleaſant Spe- 
ttacle, Theſe Barbers were moſt of 
them Chain'd by the Middle ; their 
Hands at Liberty; and Every one of 
them, a Cztters about his Neck ; and 


as he reacht to have a Touch at the 
f Citery, the Inſtrument Vaniſht 3 and. 
{a 


upon his knees a Cheſ5-board : and ſtill -

ſo did the Cheſs-bord, when he thought 
to have a Game at Drarghts ; which is 
direftly Tartalizing the poor Rogues, 
for 2 Cittern is as natural to 2 Barber, a 
Milk to a Calf. Some of them were 
waſhing of Atles Brains, and putting 
them in again 3 and ſcouring of Negroes 
to make them White. 

When { had laught my Fill at theſe 
fooleries, my next Diſcovery was, ofa 
great many people, Grumbling and 
Muttering , that There was no Body 
Jook't after them 3 No not ſo much as 
to torment them 5 as if their Tailt 
were not as well worth the Toaſting , « 
their Neighbours. Anſwer was made, 
that being a kind of Devils them- 
ſelves , they might put in for ſome 
ſort of Authority inthe Place, and Exe- 
cute the Office of Tormenters, This 
made me alk what they were. And a 
Devil told me (with Reſpe@) that they 
were a Company of Ungracious, Left 
handed Wretches , that could do No- 
thing aright. And their Grievance was 
that they were Quarter'd by Them 
ſelves; but not knowing whether the 


were Men or No; or indeed what ele 
to 
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to make of them, we did not know how 
to Match them, or in what Company 
to put them. In the world they are 
Jookt upon as 1 Omezs; And let any 
man meet one of them, upon a Jour- 
ney ina Morning, Faſtiog ; 'tis the ſame 
thing as If a Hare had croſs't the way 
upon him 3 He preſently turns head in 
a Diſcontent , and goes to bed again. 
Ye know that Scevols, when he found 
his. Miſtake , in killing Arother, for 
Porſenna ('the' Secretary, for the Prince) 
burnt his Right-hand in Revenge of 
the Miſcarriage - Now the ſeverity of 
the Vengeance , was not ſo much the 
Maiming or the Cripling of Himſelf, 
but the Condemning of himſelf to be 
for ever Leſt-handed. And fſo'tis with 
a MalefaCtor that ſuffers Juſtice 3 The 
Shame- and Puniſhment, does not lye 
ſo much 1n the Loſs of his Right-heed, 
as that the other is Left. And 1t was the 
Curſe of an old Bawd, to a Fellow that 
had vex'd her, That he might go to the 
Devil by the ſlroke of a Leſt-handed 
Man, If the Poets ſpeak Truth, (as 
twere a Wonder if they ſhould not) 
The Leftisthe Unlvck y fide 3 and there 
never 


ſeariſy'd, and newly paſt the Cupping: 
- Glaſs 3 with a world of little plaiſter:, 
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never came any good from it. And for 
my laſt argument againſt theſe Crea- 
tures3 the Geats, and Aeprobates ſtand 
upon the Leſt hand: and Left-handed 
22en are, in Effeq, a fort of Creature 
that's made to do Miſchief; Nay whe- 
ther I ſhould call them Men, or no, [ 
know not. 

Hereupon , a Devil becken'd me to 
come ſoftly to him; and fo I did, with- 
out a word ſpeaking or the leaſt Noiſe 
inthe World. Now (ſays he) if you! 
ſee the Daily Exerciſe of 7-favourd 
Women, look through that Lettice-Win- 
dow. And there Iaw ſuch a Kennelof | 
Ugly Bitches,you would have bleſt your 
ſelf. Some, with their faces ſo por I /

out into ſuch Variety , that it would a1 


have poſed a good Mathematician to I 
bave found out another Figure z and © #® 


ou would have ſworn that they had fat

Others, were ſcraping their Faces will 
pieces of Glaſs y -tearing ' up their EY 
| brow! 
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brows by the Roots , like Mad: And 
ſome that had none to tear, were fetch- 
ing out of their black, Boxes , ſuch as 
they could get, or make. Others were 
powd'ring, and curling their falſe Locks 3 
or falt'ning their new Tvory Teeth, in the 
place of their o!d Ebony Ones. Some 
were Chewing Lemmon-pill, or Cinamon, 
to countenance 4 foul breath.z and rai- 
ſing themſelves upon their Czoprnes, that 
their View might be the fairer , and 
their fall the Deeper. Others were 
quarrelling with their Lookzng-Glaſſer, 
for ſhewing them ſuch Hags-Faees : and 
curling the State of Yenice for Enter- 
taining no Better worker. Some were 
ſinfiing out their Bodzes, like Pack-ſad- 
dles, to cover ſecret Deformities : and 
lome again had ſo. many Hoods over 
their faces, to conceal the Ruines, that 
[ could hardly diſcern what they were; 
and Theſe paſt for Penitents. Others, + 
with their Pots of Hogs-greaſe, and Po- 
matur, were ſiceking, and poliſhing their 
faces, and indeed their fore-heads were 
bright and ſhining, though there were 
neither $##s, nor Stars, in That Firma- 
ment. Some there were (in Fine) that 

would 
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would have fetcht a mans Guts up at's 
mouth, to ſee them with their Maſques of 
After-Birth; and with their Anon 


$libber $lobbers , dawbing one another 
to take away the heats, and Bubos, Na- 
{ty and abominable! I cry'd. Well 
(quoth the Devil) you ſee now how far 
a Woman's Wit, and Invention will 
carry her to her own DeltruCtion, [ 
could aot ſpeak one word for aſtoniſh- 
ment at (o horrid a Spectacle ; till I hada 
littlerecollected my ſelf; and then (ſaid 
.T) if I may deal freely without Offence; 
I dare Defie all the Devils in Hell, to 
out-do theſe Women. But pray'e let's 
be gone, for the ſight of them, makes my 
very Heart ake:; 


| Turn about then, (ſaid the Dem) 


and there was a Fellow fitting in a Chair, 
all alone; never a Devil near him 3 No 
Fire, or Froſi; No Heat, or Cold; tr 
any thing elſe, that I could perceive, to 
torment him; and yet crying and Roar- 
ing out the moſt hideouſly of aty thing 
I had yet heard in Hell: Tearing his 
Fleſh, and Beating his Body , like a 
Bedlam ; and his Heart, all the while, 
Bleeding at his Eyes. Good- Lord, 

thought

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thought | what ails this Wretch, to yell 
out thus when no Body Hurts him ! 
So | went upto Him; Friend (ſaid) 
what's the meaning of all this Fury, 
and Tranſport? tor, fo far as I can ſee, 
there's nothing to trouble you. No, #0, 
(ſays he with a Horrid Out-cry, and 
with all the Extravagancies of a Mania 
Rage, and Deſpair) you do not ſee my 
Tormenters , but the all-ſearching Fye 
of the Almighty ſees my Pains, as well 
as my Tranſereſſions, and with a ſovere, 
and Implacable Juſtice , has condemn'd 
me to ſuſſer Puniſhments anſwerable to 
my Crimes, , Which Words Heutter'd 
with redoubled Clamours) My Exe- 
eutioners are in my Soul, and all the 
Plagues of Hell in my Conſcience. My 
Metnoty ſerves me infiead of a Cruel 
Devil. The Remembrance of the Good 
I ſhould have done, and Omitted ; And 
of the 11l, I ſhonld not have done, and did. 
The Remembrance of the wholeſome 
Counſels .1 have rejeded , and of the 11! 
example I have given. And for the Ag- 
gravation of my Miſery 5 where my Me- 
mory leaves aftiding me , my under- 
tanding begins  ſhewing me the Glo- 
ries, 
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ries, and Beatitudes I have loſt, which 
others enjoy, who have gain'd Heaven, 
with leſi Anxiety, and Pain than I have 
endur d , to compaſs my Dammation. 
Now am I perpetually meditating on the 
Comforts, Beauties, Felicities, and Raep- 
tures of Paradiſe, only to enflame, and 
exaſperate-ny Deſpair in Hell : begging 
in Vain, but for one moments Interval 
of Eaſe, without obtaining any, for my 
Will zs alſo as Inexorable, as either my 


Memory or #2y Underſtanding. Aud 
"Theſe (my Friend of the other World) 


are the Three Faculties of my Soul, which 


Divine Juſtice, for my Sins, has convert». 


ed into three Tormentors , that Torture 
me without Noiſe 5 Into Three Flames, 
that burn me without conſuming. And 
if I chance at any time to have the leaſt 
Remiſſion, or Reſpite 3 The Worm of my 
Conſcience gnaws my Soul, and finds it, 
fo an Inſatiable Hunger , an Immortd 
Aliment, and Entertainment. At that 
word, turning towards me with a Hel- 
liſh Yell 5 Mortal (ſays he) learn, and 
be 4/ſſur'd from me , that all thoſe that 
either bury ,, or miſ-employ their Talents, 


carry a Hell within themſelves , and are 
| Damwd 
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namn'd even above ground; and ſo He 
return'd to his Uliual Clamours. Upon 
this, I left him , miſerably ſad and pen- 
five, Well, thought I, what a weight of 
fia lies npon this Creatures Conſcience ! 
Whereupon the Devil obſerving me in 
a Muſe, told me in my Ear, that this 
Fellow ha@been an A4the;ſt,and believ'd 
neither God, nor Devil.

I went down then, ſome few ſteps, 
as Judas direfted me ; and There, [ 
ſaw a world of Devils upon the March, 
with Rods, and Stirrup-Leatbers in their 
Hands, lalhing a Company of handſon 
Laſſes, ſtark naked, and driving them 
out of Hell (which methought was 
pity, and if I had had ſome of themin a 


Corner, I ſhould have treated them bet- 
ter) with the $t7rrup-Leathers, they di- 
ſciplin'd a Litter of Bawds.

ſhould miſs their way. 

Purſuing my journey, I ſaw a good 
way before me, a large Building, that 
lookt (methought) hke ſome Fnchant- 
ed Caſile, or the Piure of Ill luck ; Tt 
was all mm the Chimneys down, 
the Planchers all to pieces, only the Bars 
of the Windows (tanding : The Doors 
all bedawb'd with dirt, and. patcht up 
with Barret-heads,where they had been 
broken.

I do not find, truly, any 
injuſtice 1in our Trade; 2nd if it be 
lawful to give every one their own, and 
out of their own 5 why are we con- 
demn'd 2 We found it a nice point, and 
ſent the Wench to Counſel learned in the 
Law, for a reſolution 1n the Caſe. Her 
mentioning of Thieves made me inquire 
after the $criverers and Notaries. lsit 
poſſible, (ſaid I) that you ſhould have 
none of them here? tor I do not remem- 
ber that I have ſeen ſo much as one 
of them upon the way 3 and yet[ 
had occaſion for a $criverer, and made 
a ſearch for one, I dobelieve indeed 
(quoth the Devil) that you have not 
found any of them upon the Road. 
How-then? (ſaid EF) what are they all 
ſav'd 2 No, no (cry'd the Devil) but 
you mult underſtand, that they do-not 
feot it hither, as-other Mortals 3 but 
come upon the Wing, in Troops like 
Wild geeſe, (o that 'tis no wonder you 
ſee none of them upon the way. We 
have millions of them, but they cut jt 
away in a trice, for they are damn'dly 
rank-wing'd, and will make a flight, 1n 
the third part of a minute,betwixt oy

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and Hell. But if there be ſo many (ſaid 


1) how comes it we ſee none of them? 
For that (quoth the Devil) wechange

ought. The Reaſon 1s (ſays the Devil) 
that every Catchpole upon Earth, carries 
a Hell in's Boſomr. You have ſtill (ſaid 
I, croſſing my (elf) an aking tooth at 
thoſe poor Varlets, Why not (cry'd 
he) for they are but Devils incarnate, 
and ſo damn'dly verſt in the art of tor- 
mentiag, that welive in continual dread 
of loſing our places, and that his Infer- 
nal Majeſty ſhould take theſe Raſcals in- 
to his Service. 

[ had enough of this, and travelling 
on, I ſaw alittle way off, a great enclo- 
ſure,

ſure, and a world of Souls ſhut up in't; 
ſome of them weeping aud lamenting 
without meaſure, others 1n a profound 
filence.--And this T underſtood to be 
the Levers Quarter, It 'idn'd me to 
conſ1der, that Death it ſelf could. not 
kill the Jamentations of Lovers. Some 
of them were diſcourſing their paſſions, 
- and teazing themſelves with Fears and 
Jealouftes 3 caſting all their miſeries up- 
on their appetites and phanſees, that (till 
made.the PiFure infinitely fairer than 
the Perſon. They were for' the molt 
part troubled with a fimple Diſeaſe, 
call'd (as the Devil told me) I Thought. 
I aſkt him what that was, and he an- 
ſwer'd me, it was a Puniſhment ſuita- 
ble to their offence for your Lovers, 
when they 'fall ſhort of their Expedts- 
tions, either in the purſuit, or enjoy:

Oh, Ye Impudent and 
Profane Abuſers of Prayer, and Holy 
Duties! that treat the Lord of _

reſpe# than ye would do a Merchant 
upon the Change, ſneaking into a Cor- 
ner with. your Execrable Petitions, for 
fear of being over-heard by your 
Neighbours; and yet without any ſeru- 
ple at all, ye can Expoſe, and offer them 
up to that Eternal Purity ! ſhameleſs 
Wretches that yeare!

'Lord, make me his Majeſties Fa- 
vourite arid Thy Servant; that I may 
get what's convenient, and keep what I 


have gotten. Grant me This, and I do,

Blew-Coats, and Bind them ont to good

or Peace of Conſcience ® Encreaſe of 
Grace ® The aid, of the Bleſſed Spirit ? 

*. R- But 
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But you are too much taken up with 
the Things of this World, to attend 
thoſe ſpiritual Advantages and Trea- 
ſures 3 and to conlider, that the moſt 
acceptable Sacrifices and Obligations 
you can make to the Almighty, are Py- 
rity of Mind, an humble Spirit, and a 
Fervent Charity. The Almighty takes 
delight to be often call'd upon, that He 
may often pour down his Bleſſings upon 
his Petitioners. But ſuch 15 the Corrup- 
tion of Humane Nature, that Men ſel- 
dom think of him, unleſs under af 
flition; and therefore it is, that they 
are often Viſited 3 for by Adverſity, 
they are brought to the Knowledg, and 
Exerciſe of their Duty. I would now 
have you conſider, how little Reaſon 
there is in your Ordinary Demand. 
Put Caſe you have your Alking 3 what 
are you the better for the Grant? fince 
it fails you atlaſtz becauſe you did not 
aſk aright.

From thence, I went to the Witches 
and Wizards 5 ſuch as pretend to cure 
Man and Beaſt by Charms, Words, A- 
mulets, CharaFers; and Theſe were all 
burning alive, Theſe (ſays a Devil) 
are a Company of Couſening Rogues 5 
the moſt accurſed Villains in Nature. 
[f they help one man, they kill another, 
and only remoye the Diſeaſe from a 
worſe to a Better : And yet there's no 
great . Clamour againſt them neither 3 
for if the Patient recover, hee's well 
enough content, and the Doctor Gets 
both Reputation and Reward for his 
Pains. If He dyes, his mouth is ſtop't, 
and forty to one the next Heir does him 
a good turn for the Diſpatch. So that, 
Hit, or M5ſ75 All is well at laſt, If you 
enter 1ato a Debate with them about 
their Remedies, They'l tell you, they 


learnt the Myſtery of a certain Jew; and 


2 There's 
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There's the Original of the Secret. Now 
to hear thele @yacks give you the 
Hiſtory of their Cures, is beyond all 
the Playes and PFarces in the World. You 
ſhall have'a fellow tell you of fifteen 
people that were run clean through the 
Body, and. glad for a matter of three 
days to carry their Puddings in their 
Hands; that in four and twenty hours 
he made them as whole as Fiſhes, and 
not ſo much as a Scar for a Remem- 
brance of the Orifice. Ak him when 
and where? you'l find it ſome Twelve 
Hundred Leagues off, in a Terra Incop- 
ita, by the Token, that at that time 
he was Phyſician in Ordinary to a great 
Prince that dy'd about five and twenty 
years ago. 

Come, Come 3 (Cry'd a Devil) make 
an End of this Viſit, and you ſhall ſee 
thoſe now, that Judas told you were ten 
times Worle than himſelf. I went along 
with him, and he brought -meto a Pal: 
ſage into a great Hall, where there was 
a Damn'd ſmell of Brimſtone, and 1

Fixing what was Polatile, 
in one place'z and Rarifying what was 
Fixt 1n another, Some were upon the 
Work of Tranſmutation , and Fixing 
of Mercury with Monſtrous Hammers, 
upon an Anvile. And after they had 
reſolu'd the Viſcons matter, and ſent out 
the ſubtler parts, that they'came to'the 
Coppel, All went away i#i/Fume.

R 3 watch- 
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watching the Progreſs of their Opera- 
tions, and making their Obſervations 
upon Proportions, and Colour. While all 
the reſt of theſe blind. Oracles lay 
waiting for the Recovery of the 14a- 
teria Prima: till they brought them- 
ſelves to the laſt Caſt both- of their 
Lives and Fortunes : and inſtead of 
turning Baſe Metals and Materials into 
Gold, as they pretended; they made 
the Contrary Inverſion, and were glad 
at length to take up with Beggarly Fools, 
and Falſe Coiners. What a (tir was there, 
with crying out, ever and anon / Lock 
Je, Look ye! The old Father is got up 
again 5 Down with him, Down with him, 
What Gloſſeng,and Commenting upon the 
old Chymical Text, that ſays 3 Bleſſedbe 
Heaven, That bas order'd the moſt Excel- 
lent thing in Nature out of the Vileſt, It 
{o, (quoth one) let's try , if we can 
fetch the Philoſophers Stone out of a 
Common $trumpet, which is of all Crea- 
tures uhdoubted]y the Vileſt. And the 
Word wasno ſooner out, but a matter 
of Three and Twenty Whores went 
to Pot, but the Fleſh was ſo Curſedly

The frxth Viſion of Hell, 247 
gave over the Thought of that Pro» 
jedtion. And then they entred upon a 
freſh Conſultation, and concluded, Ne- 
mine Contradicente, that the Mathemas 
ticians, by that rule, were the only fit 
matter to work upon 3. as being molt 
damnably dry, (to ſay nothing of their 
Diviſions, among, and againſt them- 
ſelves) ſo that with one Voice, they 
call'd for a parcel of Mathematicians, 
to the Fornace, to begin the Experi- 
ment. But a Devil came in juſt in the 
God-ſpeed, and told themz Gentlemen 
Philoſophers, (lays he) if you would 
know the Wretched'(t, and moſt con- 
temptible thing in the World; It is an 
Alchymiſt: and we are of Opinion, that 
you'l make as Good Philoſophers ſtone, 
as the Mathematicians, However, for 
Curiolity's ſake, wee'l try for Once 
and ſo he threw them all together into 
a great Caldron; and to ſay the Truth, 
the poor Snakes ſuffer'd very conten- 
tedly; out of a deſire I ſuppoſe to help 
on toward the perfecting of the Ope- 
ration, 

On the other (ide, were a Knot of 
Aftrologers, and one among the reſt that 
=: had 
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had ſtudy'd Chiromancy or Palmeſtry; 
who took all the Damn'd by the Hands, 
one after another. One he told, that 
it was as plain as the Noſe on his Face, 


. that he was togoto the Devil, for he 


perceiv'd it by the Afount of Saturn, 
You (ſays he to another) have been a 
Swindging-Whore-maſter 11 your Days; 
I ſee that by the Mount of Yenus here, 
and by her Girdle; and in ſhort; every 


Man's Deſtiny heread in his Fiſt, At- 


ter him advanced another , Creeping 
upon all four; with a pair of Compaſſes 
betwixt his Feeth 3 his $pheres and 
Globes about him 3 his Jacob's ſliffe 
before him'3 and his* Fyes upon the 
Stars, as if he were taking a Hezeht, or 
making an Obſervation. When he had 
gazed a while, up he ſtarts of a ſud- 
den, and wringing his Hands, Good 
Lord (ſays he) What an Unluch y Dog 
was IT! If IT had come into the World, 
but one half quarter of an hour ſooner, 
T had been'ſav'd; for Juſt then Saturn 
ſhifted, and Mars was lodg'd in the houſe 
of Liſe. One that follow'd him, bad 
his Tormentors be ſure he was Deas, 


for (ſays he) I am a little doubtful of 
it 
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it my ſelf; in regard that I had Jupiter 
for my Aſcendent, and Venus in the Houſe 
of Liſe, and no Malevolent Aſped to croſs 
me. So that by the Rules of 4ſtrology, I 
was to live, preciſely, a Hundred years 
and one, Two Months, Six days, four 
Hours. ana 7hree Minutes. The next that 
came up was a Geomancer 3 one that re- 
duced al! his Skill to Certain little 
points, and by them would tell you, as 
well things paſt, as to come: Thele points 
he beſtow'd at a Venture, among ſeve- 
ral unequal lines 3 ſome long , others 
ſoorter , like the Fingers of a Man's 
Hand; and then with a certain R;bble* 
Rabble of Myſterious Words, he proceeds 
to his Calculation, upon Fven, or Odd, 
and challenges the whole world to allow 
him the moſt learned, and Infallible of 
the Trade, 

There were Divers great Maſters of 
the Science that follow'd him. As Hely, 
Gerard, Bart lemew of Parma, and one 
Toudin ; a' Familiar Friend, and Com- 
panion of the Great Cornelius Agrippe, 
the famous Conjurer : who though he 
had but one Soul, was yet burning in 


fowr Bodjes, (I mean the four Dammnable 


Books 
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Books he left behind him.) There was 
Trithemins too , with his Polygraphy, 
and Stenography : that had Devils now, 
his Belly-full, though in his Life time his 
Complaint was, that He could never 
have enough of their Company; Over 
againſt him was Cerdar 3 but they 
could not fet their horſes together, be- 
cauſe of an old Quarrel 3 whether was 
the more Impudent of the Two. And 
there I ſaw Miſaldur, tearing his Beard, 
in Rage, to find himſelf Pamp't dry; 
and that he could not fool on, to the 
End of the Chapter. Theophraſius was 
there too, bewailing himſelf for the 
Time he had ſpent at the Alchymiſts 
Bellows. There was alſo the Unknown 
Author of Clavicula Solomonis , and 
The Hundred Kings of Spirits; with 
the Compoſer of the Book, Adverſ#s 
Omnia pericula Mundi, Tayſnern: too, 
with his Book of Phyſfognomy, and Chi- 
romancy; and He was doubly punilh't, 
firſt for the Fool he was 3 and then for 
thoſe he had zxade. Though to give the 
Man his Due , He knew himſelf to be 
a Cheat, and that he that gives a Judg- 


ment upon the Lines of a Face, _ 
ut 
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but s very uncertain aim. There were 
Magicians, Necromancers, Sorcerers, and 
Fnchanters innumerable, beſide divers 
private Boxes that were kept for Lords 
and Ladies3 and other Perſonages of 
great quality,that put their truſt in theſe 
Diſciples of the Devil,and goto Strand- 
Bridge or Billeter- Lane, for reſolution in _ 
caſes of Death, Love, or Marriage, and 
now and then to recover a Gold Watch 
ot a Peart Neck-lace. 

Not far from theſe, were a Company 


| of handſom Women , that were tor- 


mented in. the quality. of Witches 3 
which griev'd my very heart to ſee it: 
but to comfort me, What? (ſays a 
Devil) Have you ſo ſoon forgot the 
roguery of theſe Carrions? Have you 
not had tryal enough yet of them; they 
are the very poyſon of lite, and the 
only dangerous Afagicians that corrupt 
all our ſenſes, and diſturb the faculties of 
your Soul ; theſe are they that couſen 
your Eyes with falſe appearances, and ſet 
up your will; in oppolition to your Un- 
derflanding and Reaſon. *Tis right, (aid 
{, and now you mind me of it , I do 
very well remember, that I have _ 
nem 
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them ſo 5 but. let's go on and ſee the 
reſt, 

- I was ſcarce gone three ſteps further, 
but I was got into ſo hideous a dark 
place, that it was e'en a mercy we knew 
where we were. There was fir(t at the 
entrance, Divine Juftice , which was 
molt dreadiul to behold ; and a littk 
beyond ({tood Yice, with a countenance 
of the higheſt pride and infolence ima- 
ginable: There was Ingratitude, Me 
lice, Ignorance, obſlinate and incorrigi- 
ble Infidelity, brutiſh and head- ſtrong Dif: 
obedience, raſh and imperious Blaſphemy, 
with Garments dipt in Blowd, Eyes ſpark: 
ling, and a hundred pair of Chops,barking 
af Providence, and vomiting rage and 
poyſon, I went in {[ confeſs) with fear 
and trembling,: and there I ſaw all the 
Sects of ITdolaters and Hereticks , that 
ever yet-appeared upan. the ſtage of the 
Univerſe: And at their feet, in a glort- 
ous array, was laſcivious Barbara, ſecond 
Wife to the Emperor $igiſmmnd, and the 
Queen of Hgrlots : One that agreed with 
Meſſalina in This , that Virginity was 
both a bxrder, and a folly; and thatin 


her whole life ſhe was never cither 
wearied 
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wearied or ſatisfy'd 5 but herein ſhe 
went beyond her ; in that ſhe held the 
mortality as well of the Soxl as of the 
zody; bur lhe was now better inſtru- 
ted , and burnt like. a bundle of 
Matches. 

Paſſing forward ſtill , I ſpy'd a fellow 
in a corner, all alone, with the flames 
about his ears. gnaſhing his teeth, and 
blaſpheming through fury and deſpair. 
[ alkt 11m what he was, and he told me - 
he was 2/ahomet. Why then (ſaid I) 
thou art the damn'd{t Reprobate 1n 
Hell, and haſt brought more Wretches 
hither than half the World beſide : and 
Lucifer has done well to allot thee a 
Quarter here by thy ſelf, for certainly 
thou haſt well deſerv'd the firſt place 
in his Dominions. But fince every 
man Cchuſes to talk of what he loves, 
| prethee good Impoſior tell me, What's 
the reaſon that thou haſt forbidden 
Wine to all thy Diſciples 2. Oh (ſays he) 
I have made them ſo drunk with my 
Alchoran they need no Tipple. But why 
haſt thou forbidden them Swires-fleſb 
too? (ſaid I, becauſe (ſays he) I would 
not atlrout the Jewbor 3 for Water up- 
on 
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on Gammon, would be falſe Heraldry, 
And beſide I never lov'd my people 
well enough to afford them the plea- 
ſure, either of the Grape or the gpare- 
Rib, Nay, and for fear they ſhould 
chance to grope out the way to Heaven, 
I baveeſtabliſht my power and my Do- 
minion by force of Arms 3 without 
ſubjecting my Laws toidle diſputesand 
diſcourſes of Reaſon Indeed there islit- 
tle of Reaſon 1n my Precepts,andl would 
have as little 1n their Obedience. A world 
of Diſciples I have, but think they fol- 
low me more out of Appetite than Relj- 


gion, or for the Miracles I work, Iallow 


them Liberty of Conſcience 3 they have 
as many Women as they pleaſe, and do 
what they liſt, provided they meddle 
not with the Government. But look 


about ye now, and you'l find that there 


are mere Knaves than Mahomet. 

[ did fo, and found my ſelf preſently 
ſurrounded with a Ring of Hereticks, 
and their Adberents 5 many of which 
were ready to tear out the Throatsof 
their Leaders. One among the reſt was 
beſet with a brace of Devils, and either 


of them a pair of Bellows, puthing into 
each 
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each ear Fire inſtead of Air, which made 
him a little hot- headed. There was ano- 
ther, that, as I was told, was a kind of a 
Simoniac, and had taken up his ſeat in a 
Peſtilential Clair ; but it was ſo dark I 
could not well diſcern whether it was 
a Pope or a Presbyter. 

By this time I had enough of Hell,and 
began to wiſh my ſelf out again 3 bur as 
[ was looking about for a Retreat, 1 
ſtumbled upon aLongGallery before I was 
aware; and therel ſaw Lncifer himſelf, 
with all his Nobzlity about him, vale and 
female.

many Tun of Sir Reverence, and Bales 
of flattering Panee yricks, not to be num- 
ber'd ; all of them: Licens'd', and Ee 
ter'd according to Order. I could not 
but ſmile at this proviſion of Tail-Timber, 
and my Guide took notice of it; who 
was a good kind of a Darrn'd Droll, hy

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I call'd (till to be gone, and at length he 
led me to a little hole like the vent of a 
Vault, and I crept through it as nimbly 
as if the Devil himſelf had given me a 
lift at the Crupperz when to my great 
wonder , I found my elf in the Park 
again, where I begun my ſtory : not 
without an odd medly of Paſſions, part- 
ly refletting upon what others endur'd, 
and in part, upon my own condition of 
eaſe and happineſs, that had deſery'd, 
perhaps, the contrary as well as they. 
This thought put me upon a reſolution 


of leading ſuch a courſe of life, for the.

There is among 
them, a mwrgrel Prieſt (a kind of a Lay- 
Elder) that will go near to fit upon 
your Skirts, 1t you have not a care of 
him. 

At the very name of Prieſt, and 
Lay-Elder, Lucifer look't as Pale as 
Death; -ſtood ſtone-ſtill ; as mute as 
a Fiſh; and in his very looks, dil- 
cover'd his Apprehenſfions. 'Aﬀer a 
little pauſe, he rous'd himſelf, as out 
of a Trance; A Prieſt do ye ſay? a 
Lay-Elder ? Tyrants © Lawyers ? Phyſt- 


Ciant? A Compoſition to poyſon all the 


Devils in Hell, and purge their very 
Guts out. With that, away he went 
to vilit the Avernes, and ſet his Guards, 
and who ſhould he meet next, but the 
Medler? ina monſtrous haſte, and hurry. 
Nay then (fays he) here is the Fore- 
runner of 11 Luck, But what's the nay! 
ter

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ter? The Matter? cry'd the Medler 3 
And then with a huge deal of tedious, 
and Impertinent Circumſtance, he up, 
and told him, that a great many of the

Third. As he trudg'd on, there was a 
Rabble of Raſcals got tagether 3 and 
in the Middle of the Crowd, a_ moſt 
Eminent Knight of 4he Poſt, (a (great 
Maſter of his Trade) that was reading 
a Ledure to that Venerable Aſſetnbly, of 
#he Noble Myſtery of Swearing and Ly- 


' #ng5, and 'would have taught any. man 


in one Quarter of an hour, to prove 


any thing upon Oath , that he never 
ſaw, 
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ſaw, nor heard of in his life. This 
Dodtor had no ſooner calt his Eye upon 
the Tntermedler, but up he ſtarted in a 
Fright. How now? ſays he 5 Is that 
Devil here 2 I came hither on purpoſe 
to.avoid him3 andif I could but have 
dream't, hee'd have been in Hell, be- 
yond all Diſpute, I'd have gone my ſelf 
to Paradiſe. 

As He was ſpeaking, we heard a 
great, and a confuſed Noiſe of Arms, 
Blows, and Out-Cryes 3 and preſently we 
diſcover'd ſeveral Perſons falling one 
upon Another like lightningz and in 
ſhort with ſuch a Fury, that 'tis not 
for any Tongue, or Pen to deſcribe the

Life, than I did in diſſolving their Re- 
publick, However, I dy'd an Emperonr, 
and theſe Villains carry'd only tþe Infamy, 
and Brand of Regicides, to their Graves, 
and the World has ever ſince, ador d my 
Memory , and abhorr'd theirs. Tell me 
(quoth he.) ye curſed Bloud-Houndss 
(turning towards them) Whether was 
your-Government better think ye? inthe 
hands of your Senators a Company of 
talking 
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" talking Gown-men, that knew not how to 


keep it 3 or in the hands of a Sonldier, 
that won it by his Merit © It is not the 
Drawing of a Charge, or the making of 4 
fine Oration, that fits people for Govern- 
ment; nor will 2 Crown ſit well upon the 
Head of a Pedant 3 but let him wear it 
that deſerves it. He 3s the true Patriot 
that advances the Glory of his Country, 
by Adions of Bravery and Honour. 
Which has more right to Rule think ye, 
He that only knows the Laws, or He that 
Maintains them £ The one only Studies 
the Government 5; The other Protedts it- 
Wretched Republick ! Thou call ſt it Free- 
dom, to obey a Divided Multitude, and 
ſlavery to ſerve a ſingle Perſon; and when 
a Company of Covetous little Fellows are 
got together, they muſt be ſiil'd Fathers 


_ of their Countrey , forſooth 3 And ſhall 


ohne Generous Perſon take up with the 
Name of Tyrant? 0h! how much better 
had it been for Rome to have preſerv'd 
that one Sor that made her Miſtreſs of the 
World, than that Multitude of Fathers, 
who by ſo many Inteſtine Wars, render'd 
ber but a Step- mother to her own Children. 
Barbarous , and Cruel that you are ſo 

” much 
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much 43 to mentionthe name of a Common. 
wealth , conſidering that ſince the People 
taſted of Monarchy, they have preferd 


even the worſt of Princes, as Nero, Tibe- 
rius, Caligula, Heliogabalus, ec. be- 
fore your Tribe of Senators. 

This diſcourſe of Ceſars ſtruck pry 
tu: with exceeding fame and confuſion; 
but at length with a feeble and trem- 
bling voice he deltver'd himſelf to this 
effe&t. © Gentlemen of the Senate ( ſays 
© be) do ye not hear Ceſer? or will ye 
£ add fin to fin, and ſuffer all the blame 
© to be caſt upon the 1»ſtruments, when 
© you your\ ſelves were the Cortrivery of 
© the Villany? Why do ye got anſwer?

After him, appear'd a 
number of other Favorites 3 and all of 
them hearkning to Bell;ſarins the Favour 
rite of Jaſtinian 3 who Blind as he was, 
had already knockt twice with his ſtaff, 
and ſhaking , his Head, with a weak 
and pat. Fog Voice, defir'd Audi- 
emce; which was at length granted him,

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After them followed a Troop 'of Mounta- 
banks, withladen Gele-pots, Sere-cloaths,and 
litle 77ols full of Lob-Joly, with which they 
deſtroy more then they cure, and are little 
leſs then ſo many walkzng Contagions, tor al- 
though not one in ten of ?em have half fo 
much $&ill in Phylick as a Country Farrier, 
and perhaps not able to read a word of Eng- 
tifh, yet you ſhall have them Extol them- 
ſelves above Gallen or Hypocrates, (wear they 
have cured as many Incurable diſeaſes as 


thereare people in Paris, and avouch that

Juſt as we approached, he Mounted 
on his Sanguin Throne, and ordered the 
dead to give- their attendance, the which he 
had no ſooner done,but Millions came flock- 
ing from all quarters, even ſuch as from all 
Ages he had led Captive, for I percived he 
had them ar his beck,nor durſt they diſobey, 
which made me pitty the hard fate of ſuch 
as live under a Tyrant, who rather through 
fear then otherwiſe unwillingly ſerve, and 
much more blame thoſe whom the Benign 
goodneſs and attrafting favours of a Graci- 
ous Prince have nor the power to work up- 
on, but rather ſerve to render them more 0b- 
ſtenate and perverſe. 

By this time we were, come near enough 
to behold things perfectly as they were, 
when I caſting my Eyes wiſhfully upon the 
many directul and Terror-breathing forms, [ 
Real found, 
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found that death had on a Crimſon Robe 
hung all with ſighs, and ſtuded o're with 
weeping Eyes droping wet with Orphans

Come, come, ſaid a little grinning Death

good, for you were ſuch a Coxcomb as to 
reveal your deſign to ſuch as you could not 
otherwiſe imagin but would betray it, and 
L efides we are limited by the deſtenies, 
which time looks fo narrowly after,that they 
cannot diſpoſe of the ſmalleſt morſe], unleſs 
he give them order, and I obſerving that he 
had given no order for what you intended, 
thought fit to take what I could get, con- 
{idering the old Proverb. Which ſays, 

One bird faſt in the hand 3s better far, 

Then two that ſinging in the buſhes are. 

When this little death had fay'd thus 
much of his mind, I took him to be nearly 
Alied to Eſquire Catch, by reaſon he carrygd 
his tackling about him, and indeed fo he 
appeared to be, for as I underſtood ie was 
his whole 1mployment to give his atten» 
dance on ſuch as mounted the two legged
